WASHINGTON—The U.S. Catholic Conference will 
host a National Conference on Family Education and 
Family Ministry Oct. 26-28 in Kansas City, Mo., to initiate 
1980 as Family Year in the U.S. bishops’ Plan of Pastoral 
Action for Family Ministry. 


SANTA ANA—“Murder is never measured by what the 
person would have contributed to society,” prosecutor 
Robert Chatterton said in final arguments May 29 in the 
baby murder retrial of Dr. William Waddill. 


DUBLIN, lreland—Pope John Paul Il is expected to visit 
lreland in late August, according to many Irish Catholic 
leaders. It is believed that the pope has already informed 
the Irish bishops that he will come, but the hierarchy will 
not confirm this. 


WASHINGTON—The presidents of the U.S. and 
Panamanian bishops’ conferences have urged the U.S. 
Congress to approve legislation implementing the 
transfer of the Panama Canal from the United States to 
Panama.

Catholic hospital officials 
told to ‘affirm moral values’

SAN DIEGO—“It is our 
right and obligation to 
prescribe the space in 
which our religious and 
moral values can be af- 
firmed and can govern our 
institutions,” Archbishop 
John R. Quinn of San Fran- 
cisco told more than 1,100 
religious, priests and laity 
who run the nation’s Cath- 
olic hospitals and nursing 
homes. 


Archbishop Quinn, pre- 
sident of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference and National 
Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, returned to the 
San Diego diocese where 
he was ordained an auxi- 
liary bishop in 1967, to 
deliver the keynote address 


_ June 4 at the Eighth Annual 


Catholic Health Assembly 
in San Diego. 


THE FIVE-DAY meeting 


on “Evangelization and the~ 


Health Ministry” began 
June 3, at the Town and 
Country Hotel. Itis sponsor- 
ed by the St. Louis-based 
Catholic Hospital Associa- 
tion which represents 870 
Catholic-sponsored hos- 
pitals and long-term care 
facilities in the U.S. 


The Catholic Church 
holds .explicit opinions on 
some of the moral medical 
questions of today, such as 
abortion, euthanasia, and 
fetal experimentation, 
Archbishop Quinn said. 


“The question is how to 
relate to society medical 
moral concerns in a cohe- 
rent policy,” he said. 


“AS CATHOLICS, to givea 
Catholic witness in the 
medical field, we must 
stand with the magisterium 
of the church,” he said. 


“We need more systema- 
tic consideration in shaping 
a consistent moral policy” 
based on church teaching, 
the archbishop said. 


“A truly pluralistic society 
is not just one in which 
there are individuals and 
private differences, but one 
in which there are varieties 
of institutions and varieties 
of institutional policies. But 
it is necessary to form 
public policy about moral 
dilemmas,” he said. 


“THIS IS the test of our 
ability to evangelize our 
culture. There’s no ques- 
tion it is our right and 
obligation to prescribe the 


space in which our religious 
and moral values can be 
affirmed and can govern 
our institutions,” Arch- 
bishop Quinn declared. 


Pope John XXIII in his 
1963 encyclical “Pacem in 
Terris’ (Peace on earth) 
provided the principles for 
moral issues used in health 
care and medical moral 
issues, he said. 


The church has “a rich 
tradition of medical wis- 
dom.” But he added that 
such questions as medical 
transplants and care of the 
terminally ill pose “new 
possibilities which create 
new problems.” 


AND THERE are ‘‘new 
questions such as fetal 
experimentation or in-vitro 
fertilization” that must be 
dealth with, he added. 


“In a time when we can 
do almost anything, which 
things should we do?” Arch- 
bishop Quinn asked. 


“The most difficult moral 
issues arise where social 
justice questions and moral 
medical questions inter- 
sect.” 


The U.S. bishops’ pre- 
sident said, “The two great 
issues that comfront Cath- 
olic hospital facilities are 
social justice and medical 
moral issues. 


“DEALING with them 
depends on the recognition 
that both converge ata 
single point—the human 
person,” he added. . 


“The dignity of the hu- 
man person is the basic 
principle of all Catholic 
social teaching and the 
basis of Catholic medical 
ethics,” he declared. 


“Health care is a right 
rooted in human dignity,” 
so it is not only an eco- 
nomic, political: or social 
question, “it is a moral 
question.. It is imperative 
that right be satisfied.” 


IN ONE OF four seminars 
conducted June 4, Dr. 
Cicely Saunders, the ac- 
knowledged world leader in 
the hospice movement, 
said the word “hospice” is 
undergoing changes in 
meaning. 

Dr. Saunders, medical 
director of St. Christopher’s 
Hospice in London, defined 
it as “an approach and not 
necessarily a building.” It is 
“an attitude; a community 
offering skilled support to 
families struggling with 
long-term sickness in their 
midst. 


“The patient is at the 
center in hospice care,” Dr. 
Saunders said. 


SHE NOTED the import- 
ance of hospice staff just 
listening to a patient and 
family, or just sitting close 
to the patient, and relieving 
the pain. 

“Too many terminally ill 
patients are denied drugs. 
We must see what we can 
do to help,” she said. 


The objective is to kill the 
pain but keep the patient 
not only conscious but 
alert, she said. 


BASED ON the experi- 
ence at St. Christopher's, 
Dr. Saunders said with 
morphine and-heroin given 
at optimum levels, once the 
pain was relieved by other 
means, patients did not 
experience withdrawals 
when they were no longer 
given those drugs.

Religious freedom 


The U.S. Supreme Court’s decision to let 
stand a federal appeals court's decision 
that a worker may refuse to pay union dues 
because of religious convictions present a 
distinct conflict between two well- 
intentioned forces. 


Which has the priority—worker’s rights 
or religious rights? Are we to assume now 
that religious rights have won out unless 
undue hardship is placed on a union or 
employer? 

As we see it, by this decision and the 
1964 Civil Rights Act, which barred 
employees from being fired because of 
religious beliefs, that would be the case. 


It is a good decision. 
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Different groups of high school students 
are attempting to start a bad habit of 
testing one another with what they call a 
“Sex and Drug Test.” Such tests have been 
given wide publicity in newspapers from 
coast to coast. 


One particular test which claims “to 
cover all the problems we (teenagers) face 
today’’ is supposed to show which 
students are “headed for sainthood,” 
which are “normal and decent,” and which 
fail the test. It consists of questions such 
as: Have you cut classes on an average of 
more than once a week? Do you smoke 
regularly? Have you gotten drunk? Have 
you had sex? etc. 

Negative points are given “yes” 
answers. One with a score of less than 16 
points is “headed for sainthood,” while 
those whose score is between 10 and 36 
are “normal and decent.” 


What's wrong with the test? Just about 
everything. It fails to cover such problems 
as rape, teenage pregnancies, venereal 
diseases, arson, vandalism, etc. 


And the point system is ridiculous. 
Whether one stole a candy bar or a 
Cadillac, the penalty is the same. A 17- 
year-old girl, who had sex once when 
seduced by an older relative at the age of 
13, would be penalized 9 points, the same 
as a girl the same age who had been 
promiscuous for years.

The U.S. Catholic Conference says that 
besides providing opportunities in this 
country for the immigrant worker, the 
United States should help Mexico and 
other neighbors to further their develop- 
ment, thus opening more jobs, to slow 
down the exodus. j 


IN MARCH a commission was formed by . 


. Congress to conduct a complete study of 


the entire immigration and refugee policy, 
with special attention to the problem of 
illegal aliens. 


Its final report is expected to influence 
pending legislation. 

“The church, through the bishops’ 
Committee on Farm Labor, the Office of 
Migration and Refugee Services, the 
Secretariat for Hispanic Affairs and other 
agencies, has taken a strong position in 
defense of the rights of illegal aliens,” said 
Msgr. George Higgins. He is USCC 
secretary for special concerns. 


Thoughts Of 


Earlier this month it was my privilege to 
celebrate my 23rd anniversary as a priest 
at mass in the Old Mission. One of the 
remarks | made at the time was that if | 
had it to do all over, | would still be a priest: 


| also confessed that the only other 
vocation that would appeal to me would be 
that of an airline pilot. The congregation 
smiled at that idea, but | was really 
sincere. In fact, once | had my handwriting 
analyzed and the lady suggested | might 
be a pilot. 

| LOVE TO FLY, | love to serve people, | 
love belonging to a great organization. It 
seems to me that the airline profession 
and the priesthood have much more in 
common than first meets the eye. 
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THIS IS IN addition, he recalled, to the 
pastoral care and counseling given U.S. 
migratory workers, and to the support lent 
to the United Farm Workers Union: in its 
“struggle to organize these workers into 
stable unions for the purpose of collective 
bargaining.” 

Msgr. Higgins said that if Congress has 
been debating the problem for years 
without passing any laws, it is because 
legislators and agencies concerned lack 
solid information. 


The best estimates say that five million of 
the 23 million people of Hispanic descent 
in the U.S. are illegal aliens. The U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
does not give a definite figure. 


DONALD HOHL, assistant director of the 
Catholic Office of Migration and Refugee 
Services, says that migrants from Mexico 
gravitate to the United States because they 
cannot earn a living in their own country 
and feel they have a better chance here. 


But often “wages and working conditions 
for them create situations of exploitation, 
particularly inthecase ofthe undocument- 
ed (illegal) alien,” he added. 


Hohl and Msgr. Higgins feel that 
amnesty is the best way to secure their 
rights and to free them from exploitation.

MSGR. HIGGINS said: “The church also 
stresses the importance of U.S. aid to 
Mexico, both in direct grants and in more 


_ equitable trade agreements.” 


This trade amountstocloseto$12 billion 
yearly, but the Mexicans complain that 
U.S. investments and interests take larger 
share of the profits. 


Paul Sedillo, who heads the bishops’ 
Hispanic Affairs Secretariat, suggests 
closer cooperation between the bishops of 
Mexico and the United States and recom- 
mends formation of a joint committee on 
migration and tourism. 


THE MEXICAN Bishops’ Conference has 
a Committee on Migration and Tourism,

Early Christians followed the Semitic 
practice of burial in the ground while the 
Roman custom (until the fifth century) 
favored cremation. Therefore, there was 
no ecclesiastical legislation on this matter 
for over a thousand years since cremation 
was employed only in emergencies. 


For reasons of public hygene and the 
conservation of public land, cremation 
societies arose in the 19th century. The 
church's prohibition (May 19, 1886) was 
based not only on a rejection of secret 
societies (which advocated cremation) 
but also “on the fact that cremation was 
hardly compatible with the unbroken 
custom. of Christian burial in the

“Why are there so many divorces 
today?” 

Many people have asked me that 
question, but | never took the time to sort 
out my reflections and prepare a 
reasonably comprehensive answer. 


SISTER PAULA RIPPLE has done so in 
“The Pain and the Possibility,” subtitled 
“Divorce and Separation among Cath- 
olics,” published recently by Ave Maria 
Press at Notre Dame. 


The book is described as “‘an affirming 
and healing guide for the divorced and 
separated, their parents and relatives, 
neighbors and friends.” 


In a chapter—“Who are the Divorc- 
ed?”—she summarizes some of the 
cultural pressures on marriage today, 
factors causing tensions and often split- 
ting spouses. 


The headings listed below are mostly 
hers, with the explanations of them either 
mine or a synthesis of Sister Ripple’s 
comments. 


—The mobility of our society. The 
average American family now moves 
every four years, one out of four changes 
residence each year and half live more 
than 1,000 miles from their original home. 

While this may conveniently solve in-law 
difficulties, it deprives a couple of support

liturgy of the dead.” The Code of Canon 
Law, now undergoing extensive revision, 
decreed that cremation was illicit and a 
person’s last will was not to be honored if 
cremation was specified; furthermore, the 
person was not to be granted Christian 
burial unless he/she gave signs of 
repentance before death. 


In the diocese of San Diego, permission 
for cremation is to be requested from the 
bishop. If this is granted, then the most 
practical and economical way of carrying 
this out is to have cremation immediately 
(without embalming) and a memorial 
mass or service afterwards. 


In San Bernardino diocese, permission — 


is requested through the local pastor who 


formerly forthcoming from family and 
friends. 


—The feminist movement. Stereotypes 
about men and women have been either 
challenged or shattered—“The man is 
head of the house.” “A woman’s place is in 
the home.” A marriage begun with such 
deep-seated attitudes may not survive the 
shift in lifestyles which develop when 
these notions are questioned. 


—Working women. Financially more 
independent and tasting the thrills in a 
career, the wife is less inclined to continue 


-with an unhappy marriage situation or she 


may be unwilling to remain confined as 
full-time housekeeper and child rearer. 


—Longer life spans. More and more 
couples reach the 40s and 50s, discover 


themselves alone, the children gone, only _ 


each other to sustain their relationship, 
and 20-30 years still ahead of them. 


In our culture we dispose of and throw 
away almost everything. Young people, 
raised in that environment, may thus find 
the notion of a permanent, life-long com- 
mitment difficult to understand or accept. 


—No postponed pleasures. “Buy now, 
pay later” not only stands as the motto for 
our credit-oriented commercial practices, 
but carries over into other life activities. 
There seems today less toleration of pain,

Are the Stations of the Cross sort of 
outdated now? 


This devotion, which was popularized by 
the Franciscans, is alive and doing just 
fine. Its roots go back to the positive mania 
for pilgrimages to the Holy Land in the 
fourth and fifth centuries. Further impetus 
was given by the Crusaders who returned 
home with souvenirs of the sacred places. 
A sort of permanence was given to the 
general devotion by the Franciscans, 
when they were given the custody of the 
holy places in 1342.

Scripture Study | 


Just as the healing of the blind man is 
the last miracle recorded in the first half of 
the gospel of Mark, so is the healing of the 
blind beggar Bartimaeus the last miracle 
before Jesus’ arrival in Jerusalem for his 
passion and death. 


The story begins with Jesus leaving 
Jericho accompanied by his disciples and 
a crowd. Sitting at a strategic spot outside 
the city gates was a blind beggar. — 


APPARENTLY Jesus’ reputation had 
preceded him, for when the beggar heard 
that it was he who was passing by, he 
called out, “Jesus, son of David, have pity 
on me!” 


“Many were scolding him to ake him 
keep quiet, but he shouted all the louder, 
‘Son of David, have pity on me!’ Then Jesus 
stopped and said, ‘Call him over.’” The 
persistence of the man’s faith had over- 
come the opposition. 


The behavior of any crowd is unpredict- 
able; this one was no exception. Amoment 
before, they had been almost cruelly 
screaming at the unfortunate fellow to 
shut up and an instant later, they were 
encouraging him, reassuring him: “So 
they called the blind man over, telling him 
as they did so, ‘You have nothing to fear 
from him! Get up! He is calling you!’ He 
threw aside his cloak, jumped up and 
came to Jesus.” 


JESUS’ QUESTION seems unnecessary, 


almost ironic: “What do you want metodo - 


for you?” But he knows the answer will be 
the equivalent of a profession of faith in 


him as the instrument of God’s power, and __ 


this is what he wants above all: faith.

Jesus replied: “Be on your way. Your 
faith has healed you.” Immediately 
Bartimaeus received his sight and started 
to follow Jesus up the road. 


THE ENGLISH translation here fails to 
convey the force of some significant word- 
plays in the original. The word translated 
“has healed” means literally “has saved.” 
It points up the necessary connection 
between faith and salvation and suggests 
that the gift of sight is to be understoodina 
sense much more profound than the 
merely physical. 


Similarly, the word for “follow” is used 
elsewhere in the gospel to denote the 
action of discipleship, of being a “follower” 
of Jesus. And, most striking of all, “up the 
road” is really “on the way.” 


The blind man has been given the 
insight of saving faith, and is in a position 
to be a real follower of Jesus “on the way.” 
In the context, Jesus is “on the way” to 
Jerusalem and Calvary, and following him 
on this path, the way of the cross, is what 
discipleship is all about. 


THE CURE of the blind man in 8:22-26 
had prepared for the at least partial 
recognition of Jesus’ identity at Caesarea 
Philippi. This, in turn, was followed by an 
instruction on discipleship and the cross. 


The matching cure of Bartimaeus in 
chapter 10 ends with the enlightened man 
embracing both discipleship and “the 
way.” The goal of that way is to be 
described immediately, beginning with 
the triumphal entry into Jerusalem (11:1). 


In this incident, as in all others in the 
gospels, the first question to ask is not: 
“What realiy happened?” but rather: “What 
is the evangelist trying to tell us?” Mark 
makes it relatively easy to answer this 
more important question.

Support increasing for women’s ordination 


MT. RAINIER, Md. (NC)— 
A new Gallup poll shows 
that although a majority of 
American Catholics oppose 
women’s ordination, the 
percentage of supporters is 
increasing. 


Catholics oppose wo- 
men’s ordination by 53-40 
percent, the’ poll found. 


A 1977 Gallup poll found 
opposition at 57-36 percent 
and a 1974 National Opi- 
nion Research Center poll 
found opposition at 65-29 
percent. 


All three polls asked res- 


pondents to express their 
degree of agreement or 
disagreement with the 
sentence, “It would be a 
good thing if women were 
allowed to be ordained as 
priests.” 


The new poll was spon- 
sored by Priests for Equal- 
ity, a group favoring wo- 
men’s ordination, and the 
Quixote Center, a social 
justice center. Both are 
located in Mt. Rainier, Md. 

SEVENTEEN — congrega- 
tions of men and women 
religious and one lay- 
woman helped raise $1,- 


675 to pay for the poll. 


The new poll surveyed 
1,291 Catholics selected at 
random in field interviews 
in February and March 
1979. The poll had a mar- 
gin of error of three percent. 


A higher percentage of 
men (45 percent) than 
women (37 percent) favor 
women’s ordination, the 
poll found. 


THE POLL found that the 
percentage of Catholics 
expressing strong disagree- 
ment with women’s ordina- 
tion dropped from 47 per- 


cent in. 1974 to 36 in 1979. 


In several groups, more 
than half supported wo- 
men’s ordination: Catholics 
under 30 (59-36); single 
Catholics (55-41); college- 
educated Catholics (53- 
40); non-white Catholics 
(52-43); and Catholics from 
Western states (50-46). 


Strongest opposition 
came from Catholics over 
50 (70-25), Catholics with 
only a grade school educa- 
tion (71-24), Catholics not 
in the labor force (71-24) 
and widowed Catholics (66- 
27).

WASHINGTON (NC)—

news director of The Pilot, 
Boston archdiocesan news- 
paper.

Rudolph 
Galindo and Fathers Charles Dollen, 
Robert Downey, Edward Flynn, Earl 
LaRiviere, William Shipley, John Slattery, 
James Thompson and Erwin Wick—are 
observing their 25th anniversaries. 


THE 10TH PRIEST, Msgr. Daniel 
O'Donoghue, will mark the 50th anniver- 
sary of his ordination on June 16 with a 
mass-‘and reception at St. Joseph 
Cathedral in San- Diego. 


Born Oct. 11, 1905, in Killarny, Ireland 
Msgr. O'Donoghue completed his primary, 
higher and priestly studies in Ireland. 
Upon ordination at St. Patrick’s College in 
Thurles, Ireland, in 1929, Msgr. O’Donog- 
hue came to the diocese of Los Angeles 
and assumed his first assignment as 
pastor of St..-Anselm in Los Angeles. 


Later he served at Holy Innocence, Long
